Daher nies trap which 
‘led to the arrest of a Chinese and 
a woman were heard in a charge

The man was charged with 
being in possession af two loaded 
automatica, whilst the woman 
became the principal witness for 
the police on turning “King’s:

The story she told the police 
was that she came to know the 
man abort a manth ‘ago: and 
received the arms from him on a 
visit sho made, to his home at No. 
50 Parke Street, Ysumati. on 
Saturday morning. 


Detectivé Inspector Murphy: 
in, hix opening statement, said 
: woman came under the 
aUspicion of a Chinese detective 
and. was brought over to the 
Yaumati station: from Wanchai, 
where she lived. 


Here she was pot under a 
cross-examination with the result 
that she took the police to Kep 
Sha Mi Village, in the New 
Territories. The quest, which 
was to finda man stated to have 
loaded arms in’ bis possession, 
was without result and it became 
evident that she was leading the 
police on a wild-goose chase, 

The police plans then under- 
went a complete revision. The 
first. move was to release the 
woman, and she left the Station 

ith the impression that shewss 
again free. Jt “was only a2 
strategic move. on the part 
of the police, however, as 
she was stil! being kept under 
surveillance, and throughout the 
morning her movements were 
watched by = Chinese detective. 


This all led ‘to a visit to an]. 


electrical supplies stores in Parke 
Street, where a rendezvous had 
apparently been arranged. The 
woinan was met by a man, the 
defendant inuthe case, and“they 
adjourned to another house. No. 
50 Parke Street. 


On the staircase, according to 
the story she told the police 
afterwards, she was handed one 
of the automatics. The other was 
given to her as they went into the 
kitchen, where . they went 
apparently for privacy. 

As she came out of the house, 
the detective arrested. her. 
Inspector Murphy had already 
gone up to the floor and had 
immediately placed the defendant 
in his custody. The woman, on 
being questioned, handed over the 
arms which she had tucked 
under her clothes. ” 


The other inmates on the floor 
had consistently denied all 
knowledge of the, transaction, 
said Inspector Murphy, in ex- 
plaining why the ‘woman’ had 
been brought into the case as a 
witness. 


Evidence was being taken as 
we left the Court.

Merciless treatment of labour 
ers on the Kumassie Planta. 
tion'in Davao and .the brutal 
punishment to which they were 
subjected while -working under . 
Domingo A. Filardo, former 
manager, now facing several 
charges of murder, homicide. 
statutory offence and others, is 
vividly portrayed in a detailed 
report submitted yesterday to 
Acting Directo Cruz of the 
burean of labour by Washington 
D. Corn, special investigator. : 

Corn, from complaints present- 
ed by the labourers, found that 
they were being kept on the 
plantation like prisoners, locked 


s{up in the “Cuartel™ at night 


under guard, not allowed to go 
any place except under guard day 


,por night and not even allowed to 


take a bath in a river unguarded. 

“Qn questioning them,” the 
report says, “I found that 
they had been forced to go

Getting Rich. 


The Colony appears to be gets, 
ting more prosperous than ever. 
Hardly a menthly financial state- 
ment is issued which does not 
show an increase in our credit 
balance. So far, the figures ard 
only available up to the end of 
August, hub even these disclose a 
sum in hand of well over sixteen 
million dollars. At the rate things 
are going on. we should noi be at 
all surprised if it were found that 
the revised estimates mentioned 
at the last Budget meeting err on 
the side of modesty. ‘Take the 
revenue, for example. His Ex. 
cellency stated that the revised 
total for this year was $22,982,000. 
Up to the end of August, more 
than $16,500,000 bad been brought 
in. Allowing another eight 
millions for the remaining 
four months of the year (the 
average is about two millions 
monthly) the total named 
should be considerably exceeded. 
Our expenditure, we imagine, 
has been over-estimated rather 
than otherwise. It was expected, 
on the revised basis, to come to 
$21,579,000; but up to the 
end of August the outgoings 
had only cbsorbed $12,843,000, 
Seeing that the average’ monthly 
disbursements are some million 
and a half dollars, we cannot see 
the probability of the estimate 
being reached. If our surmises 
turn out to be correct, so much 
the better. But, incidertally, 
they will stregthen the plea for 
a reduction of the existing taxa- 
tion.

Experiences in Bandit 
; Hands.. ; 


*. The Shanghai Times of Novem’ 


ber Lith. reports -— 

Exactly two weeks ago last 
night two British ladies, Miss 
Darroch and Miss Sharp, of the 
China Inland Mission, underwent 
what will probably be their most 
thrilling and terrifying exper 
fence. It was the night of their 
deliverance from a weary vigil in 
while Chinese 
officials in comfortable yamens, 
generals of all ranks, from Wo 
Pei-fa down. to his youngest 
brigadier, shifted responsibitity 
fram one to the other, disregard- 
ing the possibibility of Father 
Melotto’s fate or worse being 
doled out to two helpless foreign 
women. Mr. Joyce, the Super- 
intendent of the China Inland 
Mission, who arrived in Shanghai 
yesterday, gave a graphic descrip- 
tien of the last days of the Iadies’ 
captivity and their fina! escape, 
to our reporter last evening. 

It was a case of mismanage- 
ment thronghout, according to 
Mr. Joyce. From the day that 
the ladies were captured to their 
final moments of bondage on the 
side of a rugged mountain, alane 
and pelted with bullets by both 
sides, the ladies w-re not con- 
sidered by the Chinese tronps 
who were under orders to effect 
ther release. The troops were 
not anxious to come to actual 
blows with the bandits, not so 
much’ because they were afraid 
of them as because of the tremen- 
dous amount:of loot they were 
gerting by playing them as they 


The two ladies estimate that 
there were about 2,800 men under 
the control of the bandit: leader. 
Fan, of whom ® goodly propor- 
tion were of no use at all as 
soldiers: It is also estimated 
that at one time, when they were 
treking over Honan in mad 
dashes for safety, that there were 
in the neighbourhood of 8,000 
captives inthe train. It was the 
practice of the soldiers to follow 
up close enough to engage the 
brigands in rearguard actions to 
cause the Istter to drop a good 
deal of loot. This’ the troops 
seized and then called the day's 
work done. 


NIGHTS OF HORROR. 


The last three days and nights 
of their captivity were truly days 
and nights of horror for tha two 
British women, for it was just 
prior to then that Wu Pei-fu had 
suddenly taken an interest in 
their release and bis attitude was 
instantly reflected in the sudden 
feverish anxiety of the military 
to get at the bandits without far- 
the: delay. The brigands were 
entrenched upon a mountain top, 
which was accessible to fire from 
all sides. The attacking troops 
took advantage of this favourable 
ground and for 72 hours a real 
battle took place. Finally, on 
the last night, the’ troops rushed 
the mountain on al] sides and the 
bandits’ morale, which had been 
weakening under the heavy fire 
to which they had been subjected 


_|suddenly broke to bits and a mad 


rash from their position was 
thade, a helter-skelter dash for 
safety which they only attained 
by fighting their way through the 
attacking ranks, 

When therout commenced the 
ladies heard the brigand chieftain 
Fun, calling madly for their body- 
guard, a picked squad of men who 
watched them continuonsly. But 
these mon had caught the fever, 
only one ortwo of them remain-

THREATENED WITH DEATH. 


Miss Darroch reached the foot. 
of the mountain in » terrible: 
condition, and .onea there the 
bandit leader, wha by this’ time 
had apparentiy had enough of 
his captives, ‘pointed his pistol 
atherand tald her to run. The 
poor woman was too arhausted 
to move and said.so. To this 
day she could not tell why she- 
was not murdered then. Their- 
subsequent adventures and hard— 
ships in getting out to civilization 
is a matter of record now. 

Mr. Joyce states that Honan is. . 
in a deplorable condition through 
out. It is impossible to estimate- 
the number of brigands in the 
province because there are so 
many of the people who turn to 
it from time to time.’ That the 
military are reaping a buge- 
profits from the bandit.situation - 
iscertain. They gather in the loot: 
the bandits leave bebind, and then 
allow them to go on collecting - 
tiore until the timeis again ripe- 
fora skirmish. The-military are 
nominally under Governor Chang” 
Fu-lai, but in fact his powers are- 
circumscribed. The truth of the 
matter is that the responsibility 
for the entire situation rests with 
Wu Poi-fa whois the one mar. 
in the province able to cope with- 
ii, and so far he has shown no 
great disposition to do so. His 
troops, without, him, moreover, 
sre of doubtful value. He is 
badly in need of money and his 
men are in arrears in their pay. 
In the meantime the poor people- 
in bis bailiwick are turing 
robbers to get their Living and’ 
the situation gets worse instead, 
of better. : 

The missions are continuing 
their work in the field, but the- 
merchants are keeping their men- 
close to the rail where s messure 
of safaty can. be had. Asked 
what the remedy for the trouble 
is Mr. Joyce said it was beyond. 
him to suggest an immadiate- 
remedy, although the conditions- 
prevailing sre undoubtedly of 
ecdnomic origin, and can some ° ' 
day be bettered by providing - 
arople work for the population.
